their  wants  aye  thus  proviled  tor,  to  dispose 
by  sale  of  the  lands  oa  their  reservations  not 
•  -  copied  anfi  eaed  by  them,  a  fund  to  be

lion.  I  ask  yoor  early  and  favorable  oonsid. 
station  0*  the  views  which  they  express  a, 
the  urgent  need  of  legialatioa  tor  to*  reela- 
mation  oi  the  marshes  of  the  Potomac  aad  its 
eastern  branch,  within  the  limits  of  the  city, 
and  for  tbe  repair  of  the  streets  at  the  capital, 
laid  with  wooden  bloeka,  and  now 
by  decay  rendered  almost  impeaasble  aad  a 
source  of  imminent  danger  to  the  health  of 
its  citizens.  The  means  at  the  disposal  of  the 
liaaiodbra  are  wholly  inadequate  lor  ths 

_ ipliebmeat  of  these  important  works, 

and  should  be  supplemented  by  timely  appro¬ 
priations  from  the  Federal  treasury.  The 
filling  of  the  flats  la  front  of  tha  diy  wfll  add 
to  the  adjacent  lands  and  parks,  now  owned 
by  the  Uailed  States,  a  large  aad  valuable  do¬ 
main,  sufficient,  it  is  thought,  to  raiiabnree  its 
entire  oast,  and  will  also,  as  aa  incidental  rer
